5. This declaration e$tablishes conception by showing fliat the invention was 
constructively reduced to practice in Gennany prior to March 7, 2002, the U.S. filing date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,749,399, issued to Heronemus. 

6. The constructive reduction to practice in Germany is established by 
Exhibit 1, a German Patent Application No. 101 37 272.8 prepared by Eisenfuhr and filed on 
July 3 1, 2001.
